Crowning the hill on the west side of tbe entrance were the famous six- 


inch rapid flre guns from the Spanish cruiser Heimi Mercedes. 
These were 


ugly-looking and dangerous, while below on the brick foundations on the 
western shore of the entrance were some revolving guns. 
Those were the 


one which poured such a bitter lire into tho Morrimoo. 
They are directly 


cost of Morro Castle, on the crest of tUe cliff, were six big guns, one or two 
of which were dismounted. 


The Estrella batter ar.d a smaJl neighbor further showed no (runs, while 


the famous Cayo Smith filled the islet with blue, white and yellow houses 
situated in groves of flower-Ins trees, some of the bulldlnes looking as if they 
had been the resort ot pleasure seekers In happier times. 
Others were hum- 


ble enough in appearance to be fishermen's houses. 
All were deserted and 


strange to say, not one apparently, was touched by a hostile projectle.

The mines have stopped Inffress by sinking tbe leading ship; but this Is a 
chance of war and not so grave as many taken during the civil strife, nor as 
serious as would have been the situation had there boon good batteries, 
properly manned In the harbor. 


Commodore Schley's party first steamed around the wreck of tho Relna 


Mercedes which lies with her bow pointed towards the city. She had a light 
to starboard and rested on a reef near the foot of Slorro. 
Tho cruiser was 


sunk to the upper deck, on which one six-Inch gun remained. Rvidently the 
crew of the Keina Mercedes left her In a hurry. 
This is less to be wondered 


at when it is noted that there were great gaps in her Bides, showing where 
two 12 and two 13-inch shells had struck her. 


The sea washed gontly through the after cabin of the cruiser, which was 


decorated in old-fashioned style, and the wind lluttercd a red alik curtain 
which could be plainly seen over on Inner door, an the launch steamed by. 


About six hundred yards ahead of 
the Itelna Merc«des and almost in 


line with her was the wreck of the Merrimac. lying in. fully six fathoms of 
water, and on the very edge of the channel.

Instead of athwart the channel the latter would 
have been well blocked.

Throughout the elege the peacefully dis- 
jKJsecl look forward 10 the end with fear 
and dread. Y/Ith the capitulation comes 
the realization of their worst fears. 
• . At Santiago . the Spanish authorities 
have done their best to breed trouble for 
the United States army.

It will be Ions before the best disposed 


hand in hand. True, tho Iron hand of 
the army Is nil powerful.- but Just as 
you cannot Indtet a "whole people »o 
you cannot subdue a wholo people—not 
at a stroke. 
The forts, may full, the 


army lay down .Ita weapons and the 
frovcrnois capitulate, but the cowardly 
fellows who are brave only in the dark 
with a foe at a disadvantage still thirst 
for a general revenge. 
More men are 


required to properly police a refractory 
captured.city,than to carry it by storm. 
It'Js comparatively easy to "shoot ilown 
sentinels 'alia' patrol squads "from be- 
hind a door or out of an attic window. 
The horrors of the Paris commune burst 
forth after the German army had made 
Is triumphant entry Into the city and 
the civil authorities were.using every 
means to pacify the country. 


Aa a rule, the conquering army does 


not occupy a city proper with a large 
furce. 
The troops march through the 


principal streets as a demonstration to 
iho people and then retire to the con- 
quered fortification and to camps In ihe 
vicinity, leaving a strong guard at the 
more imnuriant points, with adequate 
re-enforcements fnr tho municipal po- 
lice if that Is available. The overturned 
aulhovltlea. including (lie police 
and 


judges, are not forced against their will 
to co-operate with the conquering army 


as his "martial law" order. It provided 
for the CLinlrul of the troops and of the 
conquered people in their relations with 
each other. 


Scott's llrst conquest was the city of 


Vera Cruz, locally governed by an al- 
calde. General Worth was made mili- 
tary governor nnd commander of- the 
fortifications.

can citizens should be given Into the

By Scott's order all crimes ot violence

One paragraph of the 
order provided that in nil cltiea and 
towns occupied by the American army 
a Mexican police should be established 
and duly harmonized with' the military 
police of the said forces.
